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1 . LAGOS STATE GOVERNMENT HAS RELEASED REPORT OF INQUIRY INTO 
FEBRUARY 18 RIOT AND ARSON INVOLVING NIGERIAN ARMY,NISICIAN 
FELA ANIKULAPO-KUTI AND FELA’S FOLLOWERS. GOVERNMENT'S RESPONSE

2. BOARD RECOMMENDS THAT FELA'S YOUTH ORGANIZATION, THE YOUNG 
AFRICAN PIONEERS, CLAIMED TO HAVE 25,000 MEMBERS, BE INVESTI- 
GATED TO DETERMINE ITS "ACTIVITIES, MEMBERSHIP AND ITS TRUE AIMS 
AND OBJECTIVES." LAGOS STATE GOVERNMENT HAS REFERRED THIS 
QUESTION TO FMG "FOR APPROPRIATE ACTION." INVESTIGATORS ALSO 
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RAISE ALARM OVER FELA'S "DEFIANCE OF THE CONSTITUTION" IN NAMING
